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WAGE BILL OPPOSED ? 
IN HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Situation as Confused as Ever 
A. F. L. Against, CIO 
For Revised Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Op- 
position to the revised wage-hour 
bill developed today in the House 
Labor Committee. 

Democrats and Republicans alike 
asserted after a two-hour meeting 
the situation was “as confused as 
ever.” 

A sub-committee whose Demo- 
cratic members drafted the new 
bill formally recommended it to the 
full committee, but Chairman Nor- 
ton (Dem.), New Jersey, said dis- 
cussion of its provisions was post- 
poned until tomorrow. 

Representative Rampseck (Dem.), 
chairman of the sub-committee, 
said opposition in the committee 
originated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. He expressed be- 
lief the full committee would be 
unable to agree on a bill unless the 
majority members acted separate- 
ly, as the sub-committee did, and 
were willing to “make a lot of 
compromises.” 

A letter from William Green, 
president of the A. F. of L., renew- 
ing demands for a flat 40-hour week 
and 40 cents an hour minimum 
wage, and administration of the 
law by the Justice Department, was 
read into the record. Green con- 
tended the bill would give a Fed- 
eral board “dictatorial control.” 

Labor’s Non-Partisan League, 
headed by John L. Lewis, wrote the 
committee urging immediate ‘action 
on the new bill. The letter, signed 
by E. L. Oliver, said the revised 
measure “seems to contain all es- 
sentials for effective regulation” 
of wages and hours. 

An independent board would be 
authorized by the measure to in- 
crease the minimum wage standard 
as much as 5 cents an hour in any 
12-month period, ultimately reach-

INVESTOR SUGGESTS 
SCHWAB GIVE UP PAY 


Bethlehem. Stockholder Wants 
$200,000 Salary Made Con- 
ditional on Dividend. 


By the Associated Press. 

WILMINGTON, Del., April 12.— 
Charles M. Schwab, chairman of 
the board of Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration, was requested at the an- 
nual stockholders’ meeting today to 
turn back his $200,000 annual salary 
if the corporation should fail to 
declare a common stcok dividend 
in the current quarter. 

Lewis D. Gilbert, minority stock- 
holders from New York, who made 
the request,, subsequently withdrew 
it “as a personal favor” after lis- 
tening to a short talk by Schwab. 

Schwab explained that Bethlehem 
Steel had been his life work and 
said if the directors of the com- 
pany no longer cared for his advice 
he would retire. 

The meeting did not take up pro- 
posed changes to the management 
stock ownership plan, but adopted 
the recommendation of the manage- 
ment to hold a special meeting in 
Wilmington April 21, when the sub- 
ject will be discussed and acted on. 

Row Among Stockholders. 

L. B. Coshland was threatened 
with a “punch in the snoot” by 
John Sauermond, a preferred stock- 
holder of New York, when Cosh- 
land questioned his right to be at 
the meeting. 

“I told you about all this last 
year,” Sauermond roared, threaten- 
ing a fight with Coshland and 
Gilbert. Gilbert last year sought to 
oust Schwab as chairman of the 
board, 

Gilbert, representing 1799 com- 
mon shares and 544 of preferred by 
proxies, and Coshland four times 
started heated arguments in the 
meeting in the Corporation Trust 
Co. offices. 

Gilbert, “minority stockholder” of 
a number of corporations, first de- 
manded a sergeant-at-arms to 
“avoid last year's outrageous 
scene.” His move was denied. 

Opposing the directors nominated 
and re-elected today, he declared, 
“Our shares are against them, be- 
cause no one of them holds more 
than 100 shares in his own name.” 

The directors are G. H. Biakelye, 
C. Austin Buck, C. R. Holton, 
Schwab and James H. Ward. 

Grace Lets Him Stay. 

Coshland and Gilbert demanded 
that Sauermond “be kicked out,” 
and shouted, “call an officer” when 
E. G. Grace, corporation president, 
said Sauermond could stay in the 
meeting, although, as a preferred 
stockholder, he had no voting 
power, 

The tiff was smoothed over by 
J. Newcomb Blackman, who then 
started his own minority movement 
for an adjournment, declaring the 
notice calling the meeting was 
“ambiguous.” He was joined by 
Crichton Clarke of New York, who 
objected to holding the meeting to- 
day. * 

Blackman declared the “officers 
are seeking relief, and have no faith 
in the corporation” in calling an 
adjourned meeting April 21 to vote 
on changes to the management 
stock ownership plan.

Presses Inquiry. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch

feeling that much more is involved 
than has yet been brought out in 
law courts in New York. Despite 
great pressure to let the whole 
thing be silenced with Whitney's 
confession and sentencing, Douglas 
has persisted in his determination 
to see it through. 

Members of the commission be- 
lieve the hearings will disclose that 
most “insiders” knew how shaky 
the firm of Richard Whitney & 
Co. was long before the final col- 
lapse. 

Wellington’s Testimony. 

There was every reason for in- 
siders” to realize months, if not 
years, before the public failure that 
Whitney was in straitened, per- 
haps desperate, circumstances.

I felt that I was in 
duty bound to disclose the circum- 
stances of my loan to Mr. Whit- 
ney. But before the discussion had 
gone any further I was tremend- 
ouly relieved to find that Mr. Bull 
already had committed himself 
and it was an accomplished fact.

It was in this Oriental city, 
then just beginning to respond to 
the Russian influence, that for- 
tune cast a bone at Chaliapin’s feet. 
One night the famous singer Ussa- 
tov passed Chaliapin as he stood 
before a restaurant chanting a 
Tartar folksong. This was in 1892. 
Ussatov was impressed. He gave 
the youth his card and eventually 
took him under his care. 

Tutored by Ussatov, Chaliapiri's 
voice grew stronger and more beau-

ALL BUT 50 COPIES OF SEIZED 
MAGAZINE RETURNED 10 AGENT 


Prosecutor Retains These as FEvi- 
dence: Distributor Agrees Not 
to Sell Publication Here. 

All but 50 of 2857 copies of the 
current issue of the picture maga- 
zine Life, which had been seized 
by police, were returned yesterday 
to John E. Rogan, manager of the 
St. Louis News Co., local distribu- 
tor for the magazine, by direction 
of Prosecuting Attorney James P. 
Finnegan, who said the distributor 
had agreed not to sell them in this 
State and to withdraw others which 
might be on news stands in the 
city. . 

The copies retained by Finnegan 
may be used as evidence against 
Rogan, who is charged with offer- 
ing for sale indecent and immoral 
matter. The charge is based on 
Finnegan’s opinion that four pages 


of stills in the magazine from 


the motion picture, “The Birth of 
a Baby,” are indecent. 

Finnegan received a letter from 
the St. Louis Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee protesting against suppres- 
sion of the magazine which he said 
was one of three complaints he 
had received while more than 100 
persons and organizations had ex- 
pressed approval of his action. He 
observed he would not want the 
magazine to fall into the hands of 
his children and said he was “sure 
other parents feel the same way.” 


NEGRO WOMAN CHARGED 
WITH KILLING IN VERDICT 


Policeman Testifies at Inquest 
That Clara York Has Stabbed 
Four Others to Death, 

Clara York, 26-year-old Negro 
who, police said, has killed four 
persons, was named in a Coroner’s 
verdice of homicide today in con- 
nection with the death of another 
Negro, Marie Sims, who was 
stabbed in a fight over a man yes- 
terday afternoon, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney James E. MeLaughlin 
said she would be charged with 
second degree murder. 

‘Officers found Marie Sims’ body 
in an alley back of 2341 Chouteau 
avenue, and arrested the York 
woman after forcing entrance to a 
flat at 2230% Chouteau avenue. Po- 
lice said they found a knife. with 
blood on the blade and obtained a 
statement from the prisoner that 
she stabbed the other woman in 
an argument. The Sims woman 
lived at 2133 Papin street. 

Patrolman Fred Hollman, La- 
clede Avenue District, testified 
Clara York stabbed four persons 
to death “and cut up some others.” 
Police records show she served a 
workhouse term for killing a Negro 
in 1936. The woman, known to as- 
sociates as “Sweet,” resides at 825 
South Ewing avenue. She did not 
testify.

The in- 
dictment, the Court said, did not 
charge that the scheme had as its 
purpose a commercial transaction 
between the devisers and those ob- 
taining the diplomas and certifi- 
cates;-the scheme charged in the 
indictment had for its definite ob- 
ject the defrauding of the public. 

“This aim,” the Court of Appeals 
said, “is not deflected by the fact 
that the persons to whom the false 
certificates were issued paid for 
them. The scheme called for the 
participation of the originators. It 
was the same as if they had issued 
the diplomas and licenses to them- 
selves.” 

“Too Trivial for Attention.” 

Another plea made in the appeal 
of the three defendants was that 
the Government had shown that 
only two of the holders of the bogus 
diplomas had hung them on their 
office walls, and that the spots on 
the walls where the diplomas hung 
had not been shown. The Court of 
Appeals termed this plea “too 
trivial to require attention.”

Therefore, counsel for the 11 
claimants, who filed suit in Pro- 
bate Court yesterday to establish 
their rights, have conducted an ex- 
tensive genealogical research in 
Missouri, Texas and elsewhere. 
Each claimant would receive about 
$22,700. 

The Bible to be offered as evi- 
dence belonged to Mr. Watkins’ fa- 
ther, Benjamin Franklin Watkins, 
farmer at “Rural Retreat,” near 
Chain of Rocks, many years ago. 
It was dated, in ink, in 1827, and 
jisted a number of claimants. Pro- 
bate Court records of 1871 of the 
elder Watkins’ estate and a parti- 
tion suit in Circuit Court the fol- 
lowing year, naming various heirs, 
also will be presented as part of 
the proof. 

Two Claimants St. Louisans. 

Identity of the claimants first 
became known with the filing of 
the suit, although it had been an- 
nounced last December that 11 
persons, not then identified, were 
seeking recognition as the heirs. 
Two of them are St. Louisans, the 
others residents of Texas. Ten are 
nephews and nieces of Mr. Watkins 
“by the half-blood”; that is, chil- 
dren of his half-brothers; the 
eleventh is a great-nephew by the 
half-blood, the only child of a de- 
ceased niece, 

The St. Louis claimants are Wil- 
liam S. Watkins, retired mail car- 
rier, 5548 Acme avenue, and Mrs. 
Ella Watkins Fortmann, 2504 Gro- 


ver avenue. 


Those from Texas are Mrs. Ruth 
Watkins King, Houston; Milton 
Pollock Watkins, San Antonio, Tex.; 
Mrs. Lula May Watkins Hopkins 
and James Milton Watkins, Waco; 
George Thomas Watkins, Hender- 
son; Walter Henry Watkins, Benja- 
min Edward Watkins and Alonzo 
Nathaniel Watkins, Austin, and Dr. 
J. Forrest Buchanan, Dallas, only 
child of the late Mrs. Daisy Viola 
Watkins Buchanan. 

Possible Unknown Claimants. 
The suit declares that the plain- 
tiffs are the only persons entitled 
under the will to share the residue 
of the estate, alleging that there 
are no other nephews and nieces 
or eligible descendants by the half- 
blood. However, for purposes of 
removing doubt, the petition sets 
up the further formal allegation 
that there are other unknown 
claimants to the estate—purported 
heirs of two of Mr. Watkins’ half- 
brothers, Luther Campbell Watkins 
and William S. Watkins, father of 
the two St. Louis claimants. 

As to Luther Watkins, said to 
have been born in 1855, it is assert- 
éd that he has not been heard 
from for more than 45 years and 
that, after much search, it is be- 
lieved he left no widow, children 
or grandchildren. 

To the Dakotas for Gold. 
Luther Watkins went to the Da- 
kotas in search of gold and the 
elder William Watkins, too, disap- 
peared about 1880 and is thought to 
have died long ago, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter was told by Oliver Black- 
inton, counsel for the St. Louis 
claimants. He said half a dozen 
other persons had tried to estab- 
lish interests in the estate, but 
withdrew after comparing their 
genealogical data with his. 

They may be cousins, the lawyer 
added, but not nephews and nieces 
or great-nephews and great+nieces, 
and he was sure tbe 11. who filed 
suit were the only ones rightfully 
entitled to the residue. The two 
St. Louisans, he said, were ac- 
quainted with their uncle and visit- 
ed him occasionally, and they list- 
ed the Texas heirs, whose counsel 
is Harvey M. Richey of Waco. 

Mr. Watkins’ father married El- 
vira T. Atkins in Russell City, 
Ky., in 1834; they had 12 children, 
and she died in 1857, six days after 
the last child was born, the suit 
says. The father married Jerusha 
Anna McArthur, also known as 
Anna J. McArthur, in 1866 and she 


died in 1913, John A. Watkins being 
her only child,

That Problem Is Too 


By the Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Rail- 
roads will receive only temporary 
relief from Congress this session, 
legislative leaders said today, add- 
ing that controversial details of 
rehabilitation will be left for an- 


other year. 

Sentiment was so varied, they 
said, that it would be impossible 
to make more than a start on the 
task turned over to Congress by 
President Roosevelt yesterday 
when he submitted recommenda- 
tions of his special Interstate Com- 
merce Commission advisers. 

“It isn’t something that can be 
worked out in a month or two,” 
gaid Chairman Wheeler of the Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee. 

Representative Mapes (Rep.), 
Michigan, ranking minority mem- 
ber of the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, said “It’s a big 
problem to act upon hastily and if 
Congress is going to give it ade- 
quate consideration, it ought to 
abandon, any idea of early adjourn- 
ment.” 

In sending the recommendations 
of Chairman Walter M. W. Splawn 
of the I. C. C. and two commis- 
sioners, Mr. Roosevelt appended 
no specific suggestions of his own, 

Pooling of Traffic. 

Authorities differed in their in- 
dividual appraisals of the report, 
which included proposals to lend 
$300,000,000 for the purchase of rail- 
road equipment, to ease loan re- 
quirements, and to consider a spe- 
cial court to speed rail reorgan- 
ization. 

For a long-time program, the 
three IL C. C. members suggested 
creation of a transportation au- 
thority to eliminate waste and un- 
wise competition, and broadening 
of the commission’s power to en- 
courage pooling of earnings or 
traffic. 

Senator Wheeler suggested in a 
radio speech last night that rail- 


roads hopelessly in debt be allowed 


to go into receivership without be- 
ing reprieved by “foolish” Federal 
loans. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau called the I. C. C. report 
“an over-cautious approach.” Chair- 
man Douglas of the Securities 
Commission, who approved its gen- 
eral theme, said the recommenda- 
tions for current action were in- 
adequate for “the immediate crisis.” 

Unions to Oppose Pay Cuts. 

J. J. Pelley, president of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads, 
proposed lower labor costs—a sug- 
gestion that met instant disapprov- 
al from George Harrison, spokes- 
man for railway unions. 

Harrison said the unions would 
oppose pay cuts “with all the forces 
at their command.” 

Pelley also proposed higher 
freight rates, equal treatment for 
all forms of transportation, and a 
minimum of restrictive regulations. 

Chairman Jones of the R F C 
emphasized a desire to end un- 
needed duplication of services. He 
advocated Government loans to re- 
duce the heavy fixed charges the

One Senator who attended Roose- 
velt’s conference yesterday said the 
President had not decided finally 
on a pump-priming program, but if 
it is approved, it appears certain 
to take some form of Federally fi- 
nanced construction by cities and 
states. 

As described by persons close to 
the White House, the plan the Pres- 
ident is mast likely to recommend 
calls for Federal bond issues to 
raise the $1,500,000,000, which would 
be lent to cities and states without 
interest for a 50-year period, Offi- 
cials estimate the money which the 
borrowers would save by not hav- 
ing to pay interest would be approx- 
imately’ equal to a 45 per cent out- 
right grant. 

Under the old Public Works Pro- 
gram, the cities and states had to 
put up 55 per cent of the cost of 
a project and the Federal Govern- 
ment contributed 45 per cent.

GAME TONIGHT

CHICAGO, April 12—Only a Chi- 
cago Blackhawk victory tonight in 
the Stanley cup hockey playoffs 
was needed to complete one of the 
most amazing chapters in the 1938 
sports book.

MARRINER S Falke 
OPPOSES. BANK BIL 


He Testifies Against Measure 
for U. S. Ownership of Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Mar- 
riner S. Eccles, Federal Reserve 
Board chairman, told Congress to- 
day that price stability “should not 
be the principal objective of public 
policy,” since it does not necessari- 
ly lead to economic: stability. 

Testifying before the House 
Banking Committee on the Patman 
bill for Government ownership of 
Federal Reserve banks and the use 
of the board’s powers to stabilize 
prices at the 1926 level, Eccles said: 

“The board is aware that com- 
modity prices are an important ele- 
ment in the nation’s economic life 
and that violent fluctuations of 
prices have disastrous effects. 

“It believes, however, that price 
stability does not necessarily lead 
to economic stability, and, there- 
fore, should not be the principal ob- 
jective of public policy.” 

An unbalanced increase in prices 
might even decrease employment, 
he said. 

Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, author of the bill, suggested 
to Eccles that the Reserve Board, 
by buying’ bonds, could help raise 
prices. If prices started going up, 
he said, people would begin spend- 
ing their money, instead of holding 
on to it and waiting for prices to 
slip farther downward. 

“There is such a thing as fright- 
ening the public into believing we 
are going to have inflation, and 
into speculative buying,” Eccles re- 
sponded, 

Summing up his arguments 
against Patman’s bill, Eccles said: 

“The board is convinced that im- 
provement in our banking system 
is needed, but sees nothing in this 
bill that would tend in this direc- 
tion.” 


‘EASTER PEACE’ POLITICAL 
HOLIDAY ‘DECREED IN AUSTRIA 


VIENNA, April 11—Adolf Hit- 
ler’s Austrian lieutenant, Joseph 
Buerckel, last night proclaimed a 
political ho.iday of “Easter peace” 
for Austria until April 25. 

“Entire activity of the National 
Socialist party in Austria must rest 
during this time,” Buerckel de- 
creed, 

He announced it was  Hitler’s 
wish to enable Nazi organizations 
thus to replenish their physical and

TWO EX-CALIFORNIANS 
PRISONERS IN RUSSIA 


Hydraulics Engineer and Artist 
Wife Held on Undisclosed 
Charges.

MOSCOW, April 12—Friends of 
Michael D. Aisenstein reported yes- 
terday that the former Oakland 
(Cal.) hydraulics engineer and his 
artist wife were under arrest on 


undisclosed charges. 

Both <Aisenstein and his wife, 
who is known professionally as Ta- 
mara Antonia, became Soviet citi- 
zens after coming to Moscow in 
1936. 

Aisenstein was employed by 
Soviet authorities as a specialist 
in hydraulics. Friends said he 
was arrested in March and his 
wife a few weeks later. 

His work in the development of 
new types of centrifugal pumps 
was commended Jan. 18 on the 
front page of the official newspa- 
per Machine Industry. He was 
then about 38 years old, a member 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, of Sigma Xi 
Honor Society, and well known in 
American engineering circles for 
inventions of hydraulic machinery. 

Aisenstein’s wife is a member of 
the San Francisco Mural Society, 
the National League of American 
Penwomen, and the Delta Honor 
Society at the University of Cali- 
fornia where she studied. 


CAPT. ARTHUR 5. WILSON, 
RACEHORSE OWNER, DIES 


England's Baccarat Scandal at His 
Parents’ Home in 1890 
oy

LONDON, 1 12. Capt. Ar- 
thur S. Wilson, race horse owner 
and former member of Parliament, 
died today. He was 69 years old. 

His death recalled the baccarat 
scandal of 1890 which involved 
charges of card cheating at a house 
party attended by King Edward 
VII, then Prince of Wales. 

The party was given at Tranby 
Croft, home of Wilson’s parents. 
Col. Sir William Gordon Cumming, 
an officer of the Scots Guards, was 
accused of cheating. He protested 
his innocence, but signed a pledge 
never to play again. The story 
leaked out and Cumming sued Wil- 
son’s mother and four others for 
slander. The defendants won the 
verdict after a hearing in which 
King Edward testified he had not 
seen any cheating but had to be- 
lieve Cumming’s accusers because 
there were five of them.

The note, presented to the Mexi- 
can Government last Friday by 
Owen St. Clair O'Malley, Minister 
to Mexico, requested return of the 
properties of British-owned com- 
panies taken over March 18. 

O'Malley said he expected the 
Mexican Government to reply to- 
day. It is believed Mexico will re- 
ject the British protest. 

Aguila, subsidiary of'the British- 
controlled Royal Dutch Shell, was 
the largest ef 17 British and Amer- 
ican companies expropriated by 
President Lazaro Cardenas, 

“The expropriation was _ tanta- 
mount to confiscation and was car- 
ried out under a veil of legality 
formed by basing it upon labor is- 
sues,” the British note said. 

“The consequence has been the 
denial of justice and transgression 
by the Mexican Government of the 
principles of international law. 

“The real motive of the expro- 
priation was a political desire to 
acquire for Mexico in permanence 
the advantages of ownership and 
control of the oil fields.” 


“Essential Evidence Involved.” 

Britain charged the Mexican Su- 
preme Court, in denying the appeal 
of the companies against the ar- 
bitral verdict, which paved the way 
for the. expropriation, “ignored. the 
fact that essential evidence has 
been improperly excluded, inade- 
quately considered or unjustifiably 
overridden by experts and the La- 
bor Board.” 

The arbitral verdict, which called 
for increased wages and other ben- 
efits for the industry’s 18,000 work- 
ers, Was defied by the companies 
which said it increased expenses by 
$12,000,000—more than anticipated 
profits. 

The British note said Britain did 
not “question the general right of 
a government to expropriate in the 
public interest and on payment of 
adequate compensation; but this 
principle does not serve to justify 
expropriations essentially arbitrary 
in character.” 

Taking over of the properties, it 
declared, was the culminating 
point in a series of events, and 
the question of its validity cannot 
be separated from these.” 

When O'Malley presented his 


Government's note last week he in- 


formed the Mexican Government 
that London considered the ex- 
propriation “inherently unjustified” 
and requested the restoration ‘of 
the Aguila holdings. 

Britain Hoped for Restoration. 

O’Malley was instructed to in- 
form Mexico the British Govern- 
ment had hoped the Cardenas Gov- 
ernment would have “recognized 
the injustice of their action and 
have taken steps on their own in- 
itiative to adopt the only method 
which can really remedy the sit- 
uation—by restoring the proper- 
ties.” 

The two Houses of. the Mexican 
Congress met yesterday in a brief, 
joint session to consider action on 
the expropriation and the economic 
difficulties arising therefrom. 

The lawmakers are expected to 
begin work today on a legislative 
program drafted by Cardenas to 
further his “Mexico for Mexicans” 
policy. 

That program includes legislation 
for the administration of the pe- 
troleum industry and a bond issue 
to help pay claims arising from 
the expropriation.

Overwhelmingly Upbeld by

PARIS, April 12—The Chamber 
of Deputies gave the new “national 
defense” government of Edouard 
Daladier today an overwhelming 
vote of confidence, 576 to 5. 

The vote came after the Premier, 
making his ministerial declaration, 
promised that the Government 
would keep armament factories 
running in spite of a wave of strikes 
involving 150,000 men and more 
than 120 plants. 

Socialists and Communists joined 
the Center and Right to give Dala- 
dier a huge majority. 

Demanding a quick vote the Pre- 
mier ‘warned, ‘the destiny of 
France itself is at stake; we have 
no time to lose!” 

The Socialists reserved opinion on 
Daladier’s request for the right. to 
rule France by decree until July 31, 
but the size of the first vote was 
taken as assurance he would get 
decree powers, even without So- 
cialist support. 

Vote on Declaration. 

The life of Daladier's newly 
formed Cabinet was at stake in the 
vote on his ministerial declaration. 

A vote on his request for decree 
powers was to come later tonight. 

Shortly after the test Jacques 
Duclos, secretary of the French 
Communist party and.a Deputy, an- 
nounced in corridors of the Cham- 
ber that strikers in aviation fac- 
tories had accepted the Govern- 
ment’s offer of arbitration and 
would return to work. 

One of the five who voted against 
Daladier was his old enemy, Jean 
Chiappe, Rightist ousted by Dala- 
dier as Chief of Police, Feb. 3, 1934, 
just before the fatal riots at the 
height of the Stavisky: scandal. The 
others were three independent Left- 
ists and one Union Socialist. 

Earlier Daladier appealed to the 
patriotism of strikers, exhorting 
them to end the tie-up. 

He urged them to trust the Gov- 
ernment to prevent a recurrence 


of “the old privileges”—apparently 


his promise to the workers against 
mass firing or general pay cuts. 
Making his first appearance in 
the Chamber of Deputies since 
formation of his government Sun- 
day, Daladier declared that the 
government “will assure without 
delay resumption of work in the 
manufacturing of arms which are 
necessary for the defense of the 
country—arms without which

Among the announced measures 
was a proposed special tax on in- 
dustries producing national de- 
fense material—to prevent excess 
profits—and a general revision of 
customs tariffs.

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PROGRESS OF THE TAX BILL. | 

Both houses of Congress now -have passed tax re- 
vision bills, but they are so different in content that 
it would be premature at this time to draw conclu- 
sions as to exactly what form the measure will take 
as finally adopted. Extensive conferences will be 
required to reconcile the two versions. However, it 
is safe to assume that the conference report will 
modify the two phases of the present revenue law 
that have proved largely unsuccessful in operation, 
and an actual handicap to business. The undistributed 
profits tax and the capital gains tax are due for 


former. 

A significant development in the Senate was the 
adoption, by a 34-to-33 vote, of a proposal by Senator 
Borah making the income from future issues of Gov- 
ernment securities subject to Federal income tax. 
This is a reform that is bound to come some day, 
whether by statute or constitutional amendment, to 
plug a huge loophole for tax-avoidance. Such a meas- 
ure, extended to end tax-exemption of state and local 
issues as well, has long been urged by Secretaries of 
the Treasury and other officials, but no action has 
been taken. 

Senator Barkley opposed the Borah plan because, 
in his view, it would bring no net revenue to the 
Government, since higher interest would have to be 
paid on Federal securities issues. It is true that 
interest rates would have to go up, but the Govern- 
ment would make a net gain, since it would collect 
at surtax rates from many persons who now escape 
those levies, which run up to 75 per cent, through 
investment in tax-free securities. 
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A NEW. HONOR FOR THOMAS MANN. ‘ 

There are two sound reasons for bestowal of the 
Cardinal Newman Award upon Thomas Mann, the 
German novelist. As set forth in the citation, they 
are “his distinguished contribution to literature and 
his courageous championship of human rights.” 

Mann’s earlier writings won a high place in the lit- 
erary field, recognized by award of the Nobel Prize in 
1929, and his Joseph cycle, now in process of publica- 
tion, has been acclaimed by many critics as the finest 
work of the century. His devotion to liberty is shown 
by the fact that he voluntarily.left Germany five 
years ago rather than suppress his abhorrence of the 
tyrannical Nazi regime.

France’s Strong Man 


Edouard Daladier may be the powerful leader for whom the French have been wait- 
ing, says European journalist, in appraisal made before he became Premier: a man 
of the people by birth, a Radical Socialist in politics, a realist in international 
affairs, he aims to fuse spirits which stormed the Bastille and defended Verdun.”

URING his 21 months in office as Min- 
D ister of War, Edouard Daladier’s popu- 

larity and prestige have increased re- 
markably. This post, possibly the most im- 
portant and responsible one France has to 
fill, is now regarded as being virtually non- 
political. Daladier worked uninterruptedly 
at his task through all the recent Cabinet 
changes. Yet, only a few years ago, he was 
the most bitterly hated man in France, at 
least in Nationalist circles, and his name 
will forever be linked with the bloody sup- 
pression of the riots of Feb. 6, 1934. During 
the Blum era, he was the only Popular 
Front Minister who really gained the con- 
fidence of the opposition. 

Daladier, it is now said on every hand, is 
the best War Minister France has had since 
Maginot. Moreover, Daladier is now regard- 
ed as France’s No. 1 strong man. So the 
memory of February, 1934, has faded. 


* * * 
Edouard Daladier represents the genuine 
native French character. Whether he is 
actually as impetuous as he seems to be, or 


whether a certain weakness is hidden behind ~ 


his harsh, almost brutal mask remains to be 
seen. But just now France inclines to the 
strong man interpretation. Daladier has 
been able to keep the army, the sacred de- 
fender of the nation, out of the recent heat- 
ed political struggles. He has striven un- 
ceasingly to increase the efficiency and 
morale of the army. Once, during a session 
of the Chamber, he called out: “The eyes of 
the army are directed solely toward the 
frontiers of our country; our soldiers will 
have nothing to do with party struggles. The 
defense of the Fatherland, the safety of the 
nation, are their sole concern.“ 

An ardent patriot, he wishes France to be 
strong. He is a realist who does not believe 
in the effectiveness of treaties. 

He springs from the people. His father 
was a baker in the Vaucluse region, a wild 
mountainous land where the people lack the 
amiable attitude of other French regions; 
rather, they are like their region itself— 
rough, even somewhat wild. These men, of 
whom there are not a great many in France, 
can also hate. 
the glamour and idleness of society, the 


sensitive weaklings among his officers. 


He does not wish to appear distinguished; 
he remains what he is—a son of the people. 
One rarely encounters Daladier at fashion- 
able Paris receptions. He used to set out 
on his bicycle from the Palais Bourbon aft- 
er the Chamber sessions for his little cot- 
tage.

Because it is 
unpopular to readjust by liquida- 
tion and politically inconvenient to 
revise its policies, the administra- 
tion has come back as a matter of 
course to inflationary spending. 

It is rather a dramatic coinci- 
dence that the reports of the new 
spending program should have 
leaked out just as the Senate was 
showing its determination to re- 
vise taxes in order to encourage 
private investment. This would 
seem to show that Congress is more 
concerned than is the President to 
promote a recovery which diminish- 
es rather than aggrandizes the in- 
tervention of government, 

This sentiment in Congress is a 
most hopeful thing. For it may yet 
mean that Congress will stand up 
and say to the President that it will 
not vote the money for the new 
spending program unless and until 
the administration has taken steps 
to show that it is really interested 
in the revival of private enterprise. 
This is a real issue on which to 
fight, and the issue can be made by 
insisting that the temporary relief 
of spending shall not be applied 
until measures of permanent relief 
are assured. .

GEORGE hf DIES; 
(EXPLORER AND AUTHOR 


Founder of Audubon Society, 


Authority on Indians, Suc- 
cumbs at 88 After Long Illness, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 12.— Dr. 
George Bird Grinnell, 88 years old, 
who often was called ‘the father 
of conservation” and the greatest 
authority on the plains i 
died yesterday after several years’ 
illness. 

Dr. Grinnell founded the Audu- 
bon Society for the Protection of 
Birds in 1886 and participated in 
organizing the Boone and Crockett 
Club in 1887 and the American 
Game Association in 1911. 

From the Boone and Crocket 
Club came the New York Zoologi- 
cal Society, of which Dr. Grinnell 
was an original trustee. He select- 
ed the site of the present Zoological 
Park. 

In 1870, he made the first of 
numerous trips to the West, under 
the protection of Federal cavalry 
and Pawnee scouts, from whom he 
drew material for boows on In- 
dian lore and the early West. 

Another trip was made in 1874, 
with Gen. George Custer on an 
expedition into the Black Hills. 

Dr. Grinnell explored the terri- 
tory around Yellowstone National 
Park, the coast of British Colum: 
bia, the St. Mary’s Lakes region in 
Montana, where he discovered a 
glacier that bears his name, and 
the Alaskan coast. 

In 1895, he was appointed com- 
missioner for the Blackfoot and 
Belknap Indians and later conduct- 
ed negotiations with the standing 
Rock Reservation -tribe. He had 
owned a ranch at Shirley Basin, 
Wyo., since 1883. 

In 1925, he succeeded Herbert 
Hoover as president of the Na- 
tional Parks Association and re- 
ceived the Roosevelt distinguished 
service medal for his work in pro- 
moting outdoor life. He was a 
close associate of the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

Born Sept. 20, 1849, on the Hudson 
River in what was then Audubon 
Park, he attended a school conduct- 
ed by the widow of John James 
Audubon, the nationalist. He grad- 
uated from Yale in 1870.

The board’s representatives at 
times have sensed a feeling “of 
despair or exasperation on the part 
of employers at being in the clutches 
of an ‘unfair and biased’ Gov- 
ernment agency,” Miss de Schwein- 
itz remarked. “Employers comment 
that nearly every decision of the 
board finds the firm to be in error. 
This is due to the fact that cases 
are not brought to a hearing unless 
preliminary investigation has 
shown almost unquestionably that 
the firm has violated the act, usual- 
ly in respect to more than one of 
the unfair labor practices.” 

While for a time it appeared that 
differences between the CI O and 
the A. F. of L. would nullify the 
Wagner Act, Miss de Schweinitz 
said, there has been little difficul- 
ty in the St. Louis region. Only in 
the dispute in Illinois between the 
Progressive Miners and the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers has the board 
been unable to render assistance, 

“Aside from the miners’. contro- 
versy,” Miss de Schweinitz’ state- 
ment added, “the situation between 
the two labor groups is not seri- 


ous. 
20 Complaints Dismissed. 
Contrary to popular belief, she 
said, a large majority of cases are 
never brought to a public hearing. 
Twenty of the 164 complaint cases 
were dismissed because investiga- 
tion disclosed there was no real in- 
fraction of the law, 47 were with- 
drawn by the persons or labor or- 
ganizations filing the charges, 42 
were adjusted and 33 still are pend- 
ing. 
As a result of the board’s activi- 
ties in complaint cases, the report, 
said, 132 workers who had been il- 
legally discharged were reinstated, 
26 receiving pay for the period they 
were excluded from employment. 
Six firms employing a total of 1035 
persons have posted notices agree- 
ing to stop unfair labor practices.

Bridge If Only 
For Novelty 


{Few Changes Required by 


Users of Culbertson 
Bidding System.

Culbertson players will find 
that they are particularly fortunate 
in that their bidding system can 
be adapted to five-suit bridge, with 
only a few painless changes.

ERY soon, within a year after
